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Theſe Caſes are infinite, and need 
not to be ſpoken of the Secrecy of 
Impoyſonment; but wiſe men muſt 
uh@,upon them, in theſe Secret Caſes, 
Solomon's Spirit, that, when there could 
be no Witneſles, colleted the Atby 
the AﬀeCtion ; but yet we are not at 
our Cauſe, for that which your Lord- 
ſhips are to try, is not the At of Im- 

yſonment ; for that is done to your 
Hands: All the World by Law is con- 
cluded to fay, that Overbury was poy-

My Lords, He is not the Hunter a- 
lone, that lets ſlip th& Dog upon the 
Deer, but he that lodgeth him, and 
hunts him out, or ſetsa Train or Trap 
for him, that.he cannot eſcape, or the 
like; but this My Lords, little need: 
£th in this Caſe: For ſuch a Chain '

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Ads of Impoyſonment as this, I think 
was never heard or ſcen. And thus 
much of the Nature of the Proofs. 

To deſcend to the Proofs them- 
clves, I ſhall keep this Courſe.

Firſt, Therefore Sir Thomas Over 
bary, for a time, was known to haye 
great Intereſt and ſtrait friendſhip with 
my Lord of Soxrerſet both in his mean- 
er Fortunes, and after, inſfomuch, that 
he was a kind of Oracle of Diredt- 
on unto him ; and if you will be 
lieve his own Vaunt, (being indeed 
of an Infolent and Thraſonical 
Diſpoſition) he took upon him, that 
the Fortunes, Reputation and Un- 
derſtanding of this Gentleman (who WY 
is well known to have an able Teach- 
er) proceeded from his Company and 
Counſel; and this Friendſhip reſted 
not only in Converſation, and Buk: 
neſs at Court, but likewiſe in Com- 
munication of Secrets of State ; For 
my Lard of Somerſet exerciling at that 
time, by his Majeſties ſpecial Favour WÞhal 
and Truſt, the Office of Secretary, did Fat t! 
not 


ot forbear to acquaint Ozerbury with 
he King's Pacquets and Diſpatches 
rom all parts of Spain, France and the 
ow Countries; and this not by glimp- 
, or now and then rounding 1n the 
ar,for a Fayour, but in a ſettled man- 
er. Pacquets were ſent, ſometimes 
pened by my Lord, fomerimes un- 
roken unto Overbury, who peruſed 
em, copied them, regiſtred them, 
nade Table-talk of them , as they 
hought good 3 fo I will undertake, 
he time was, when Orzerbary knew 
yore of the Secrets of the State, than 
he Council-Table did. Nay, they 
rere grown to ({uch Inwardneſs, as 
hey made a Play of all the World be- 
ides themſelves 3 ſo as they had Cy- 
phers and Jurgons for the King and 
Queen, and Great Men of the Realm. 
Things ſeldom uſed, but either by Prin- 
es or their Confederates, or at the 
eaſt, by ſuch as prattice ard work a- 
rainſt, or at the lcaſt upon Princes, 
But underſtand me, My Lord, 1 
ball not charge you with Dilt»yalry 
t this day, and I lay this for a Foun- 
dation, 
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dation, that there was great Conm 

nication of Secrets between you ar 

Sir Thomas Overbury, and that it ha 

relation to matters of State, and thi 
reat Cauſes of this Kingdom. 

But, My Lords, as it is a Princip 
in Nature, that the belt things arej 
their Corruption the worlt, and thi 
{ſweeteſt Vine maketh the ſourelt Vi 
negar; ſoit fell out with them, th 
this Exceſs (as I may fay) of Frien 
ſhip, ended in mortal Hatred on m 
Lord of Somerſet's Part. 

I have heard my Lord Steward fir 
ſometimes in the Chancery, that Frol 
and Fraud end foul; and I may ad

And certainly, my Lords, howlſo- 
er the Tragical Miſery of this poor 
entleman, Overbury, might ſomewhat 
bliterate his Faults, yet becauſe we 
re not upon point of Civality, but to 
cover the Face of Truth before the

finding him fixed, thought to hnd hat 
ſtrong Remedy; and ſuppoſing thi} T!

And for his Majeſty, 
yho hath heard of his Name that can 
doubt that his deep; Underſtanding 
18d Experience was the true Foun- 
tain from which all our DircCtions did 
proceed ? 

Then how can I be charged with 
Envy agairiſt the great Good of Chri- 
ſendom, and eſpecially of England 
ind Spain £ When all the World ſhall 
underſtand, that the King and Prince 
under God, and by his Bleſlings, are 
the chief means to reſcue all Chriſten- 
dom, eſpectally England, from the U- 
ſurpation of that pretended Empire, 
which they call the Good ; but istru- 
lythe Bondage and Miſery of both----- 
Having thus ſerved their Turns with

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my Name againſt his Majeſty, againſ 
the Prince, againſt the Parliament, a 
gainſt his Royal Daughter , and 
her Race; who could think it poſſ- c 
ble their Malice could ſtrain higher? - 
Yet their Maſter-piece is behind. And 
whereas their former Suggeſtions were 
grounded upon, they ſay here, They 
know in Spair, and ſuch Shaddows 
of Teſtimonies at large : For this they 
now hatch, becauſe 1t is monltrous in 
it ſelf; and hath nothing in Being, 
pollible to ground upon. They lay 
a ſtrange Foundation upon a bare 
Pretence, that many ſpeak ominoullyſ - 
tearing the worſt; but withal, know- 
ing that his Majeſties Wiſdom cannot 
be wrought upon by Popular Appre- 
henſions, they ſay farther, that he that 
. told it, did the Office of a good Man, 
both to God, his Majeſty and the 
Prince. Yer ſurely, this was not the 
good Man of D:vid, that imaginethJ , 
no Evil, and telleth no Uatruth; but} * 
ſuch an one as St. Fohr calleth the Ac- 
cuſer-of the Brethren, or as Doeg the 
Edomite, that told the King, wa 
oi 
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Abimelech had conſpired againſt him : 
For what ſaith this good man # For- 
footh, that the Purnans (if they do 
deſire a King, which willipgly they 
do not) do rot at all defirethe Molt 
Iluſtrious Prince, but the Prince Pa- 
atine, whoſe Scout Mansfield is, what- 
ſoever he pretends : And left any man 
might 1magine,that they mean FaCtious 
Puritans, which are now ro conſtdera- 
ble Number among(t us: In the next 
Clauſe, for Explanation, thcy mentt- 
on the Fury of the Parliament 3 and 
ſoon after, the Reproach of the whole 
Ereliſh Nation. Put why then do 
they not call us by the ol4nameof Pro- 
teltants? Becauſe that is now aName of 
too muchallay,and could have bred no 
diſtaſte in the King 3 but knowing 
what he ſuffered by. Puritans elle- 
where, to make the whole Nation 0- 


dious both to King and Prince, they 


turn us Puritans all at once, though 
that Faction be more hated and ſup- 
preſt amongſt us,than in all the World 


beſides. And what is then our Ruin ? 
| I Firſt, 
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td his Son-in-law, and the Prieſt of

port and defend our Kings againlt all BB; 
hteir Enemies than Popiſh Religion Yha 
can do: And this they will find to Bp 
be true when they attempt ought a- Nth, 
gainlt us, Ce 

For the Second, I will not beſo fl 
vain, as to diſcourſe of: the Prince, hl, 
or his Intereſt in the good Opinion of Ny} 
the People. This only I fay for his Blin 
Relizion, they made him a Confeſlor hz 
in Spair, as their Faftion long fince | y, 
made his Royal Father in his Honor 
a Martyr: And for his Carriage, v 

conver- 
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converſeth with us daily, and know- 
ah us much better than any ſtranger 
can 3 ard therefore we truſt his own 
Experience and good Opinion of us, 
zgainſt all they can fuggelt. And for 
the Prince Pa!atine, we love his Na- 
tion, from which we were extracted; 
nd we love his Religion, which was 
the Ground of the Alliance with him; 
and we much efteem that Noble Prin- 
cls by whom he participateth, with 
that Duty and Afﬀettion which from 
the King, as the Root, in due pro- 
portion difperſcth it ſelf mn all the 
Branches; yet (ſo, as whenfoever they 
ſhall divide from the Hcad, or the 
Body, they cannot but know, that 
their Moiſture will dry up. Ard for 
Count Mansfeld, it is woith the ob- 
ſerving, how they labour to diflem- 
ble, and divert that Fear of him 
which they cannot have for us, but 
mdeed for themſclves; leaſt he, who 
hath already fo troubled them in Ger- 
mary, ſhould diſturb them elſewhere. 
Now whereas they conjure King and 
Prince, to foreſee the Vengeance of 
God,

161 
work, by Peace, 7. e. by a quiet ſub- 
mitting the Marriage of the Palatinate 
and the ſafety of the Kingdoms and 
Allies to the Devotion of Spain.

guojointed Applications; all they gain 
thereby, is to give theſe due Acknow- 
Jledoments to his Majeſty and the 
w?rince.

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Firſt, That their Royal Diſpolitions 
and Endeavours ever tended to peace, 
Secondly, That of themſelves they 
intended no alteration without vio- 
tent Motions, on the other part: And, 
Thirdly, Thoſe which force them, 
if at the very Entrance into War they 
want a jult Cauſe; as the Jews called 
for Vengeance againſt themſelves, fo 
theſe men truly propheſie, that they 
ſhall have their Succeſs. Hitherto [ 
have been brought upon the Stage, 
to play other mensparts. Now fol- 
»loweth my own Indictment in more 
articular Terms.

For the Spaniſh Buſineſs, becauſeh tt 
greater Perſons are ſti]l involved no 
their Cenſure, they make their way V 
(as Poets do in Tragedies) by raiſing 
me as a Ghoſt, to poſleſs King and 
Prince,and to terrifie all men that op-Jlt 
poſe my Defigns. Surely, I think, theyP 
fmiled, when they writ this paſlage: la

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For they cannot think me ſo predo- 
minant, nor ſo terrible a Creature. 
But to ſatisfic the World in thoſe four 
firſt Queſtions which contain the Sub- 
| ſtance of all the Buſineſs in Spain ; I 
| will bricfly as I can, repeat the Pro- 
| cceedings which have been related in 
Lf Parliament more at large, and juſtifi- 
| £d by Letters and Records; and al- 
| lowed, not only by the moſt tempe- 
| 


rate men they ſpeak of, but by gene- 
| ral and unanimons Votes, from which 
- | no one did diſſent. 
ef But Firſt, having the honour to be 
of my Maſter's inward Council in theſe 
things, I muſt teſtifie to the Renown 
of his Wiſdom, and eſpecially of his 
| Goodneſs; that as in the Marriage of 
his Daughter, his chief Intention was 
eto ſettle and corroborate the Party of 
nf our Religion where it 1s moſt impro- 
yIved; fo by the Gn" of his Son, 
gin ſome powerful Rouſe of the other 
dE Religion, he ſought not only the 
pf (trengthening _ aſſuring his own 
yÞ Peace and Succeſſion, but the Univer- 
:Eſal Good of all Chriſtendome : and a 
M 2 means 
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means to qualifie by the Cooperation 
of thoſe Princes, the Spiritual Uſur- 
pations, whereby, in time, ſome bet- 
ter accord in the Differences of Reli- 
gion might be made. From theſe In- 
tentions, and that ſpecial Reſpett and 
Afﬀec&ion his Majeſty ever bore to the 
moſt Illuſtrious Houſe of Auſtria, the 
former motion for the Marrnage of 
Prince Henry (who 1s with God) did 
proceed, But that brake ( as the 
Wor'd knoweth ) by 1ncongruous 
Propoſitions on either part. Since 
then an Ozerture being entertain'd in 
France tor Prince Charles that ſucceed- 
cd : And Notice thereof being gotten 
in Spain, both the Duke of Lerma, 
and their Ambaſſador the now Count 
Gondomer, were imploy'd to divert 
that Match, by negotiating a Second 
Treatic for a Daughter of that King- 
dom : And that with ſuch Proteſtati- 
ons for the accommodating of all for- 
mer differences of Religion and State, 
and for ſo great a Portion, and with 
ſo Royal Conditions, that his Majeſty 


therupon was perſuaded to give Inſtru-

tionsto that purpoſe, to his Ambaſſa- 
dor inSpain;zwherupon they proceeded, 
not only to Treat and to Article, but 
even to the granting of Commiſſions, 
and powers to contract : And all this i! 
while, no Stop, no Difficulty was pro- In 
poſed, which they made not-light and ſt 
calie to paſs over: Nay, the Ingage- ©: 
ments were {o potent, that the Wars 
of Bohemia then happening, upon con- 
fidence that their Forces ſhould not 
attempt the Palatinate, his Majeſty 
forbore to aſliſt or countenance his 
own Son-in-law: And thereupon en- 
ſued the loſs of the Battle of Pragze, 
the diſbanding of the Union; and un- 
der colour of re(toring, the Corquelt 
of that Country, and the diſpoſing of | 
theEleforate to another Prince : and y; 
in the mean time to add Scorn to LH 
Loſs, his Majeſty was drawn with |} 
zreat Charge, toſend Ambaſſadors to if 
Prague, to Vienna, to Heidelbergh, to | 
Bruxels, tomediate for Truce, for Cel- 
ſation of Arms, or for Peace, as beſt 
ſuited for their Advantage; whilſt by 
crols Letters, or ſecret Intelligences, 
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they cooled or kindled their promiſed 
Mediation, and kept us (till in appe- 
tite and hope, by our own Miniſters 
and their aſfuring us of the Match, 
At length the Treaty at Bruſſels gave 
the firlt Jealouſte, that their Intenti- 
ons were indired. And thereupon his 
Majeſty ſent Porter into Sparn, with 
2 -eremptory Direction to return in 
ten days; and to bring expreſs An- 
{wer from the King, whether, accor- 
ding to the promiſe made by his Mi- 
niſters, he would cauſe the Palatinate 
to be reſtored : Or if by Mediation, 
he could not prevail , whether he 
would joyn in Arms to recover it by 
force; or at leaſt, give Paſlage for 
the King's Forces thither., The Re- 
turn brought by Porter, was coldand 
unſatisfactory z and withal delayed 
longer than here was expected : And 
this moved the Prince more ſeriouſly 
to confider, how by holding us in 
Treaty, they had gotten full Polleſh 
on of his Siſters Eſtatesz they hadlcat 
tered and broken moſt of our Allies; 
they would in ſhort time eat out our 

| Neigh- 
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Neighbours; And every day gained 
upon us 1n matter of Religion: 

And this wrought in him that Princ- 
ly and Heroical Reſolution, to go in 
perſon into Spain, either with Honour 
and Contentment of both Nations to 
conſummate that Marriage which his 
Heart was ſo conſtantly f:t upon; or 
eſe to free both his Father and Him- 
ſelt from being any longer abuſed with 
delays. This Counſel his Highneſs was 
pleaſed to communicate with me, and 
to make me his Servant to break it to 
the King, which I did accordingly. And 
His Majeſty after long and deep delt- 
beration, was contented togive way, 
and commanded me to wait upon him 
in his Journey. So we undertook it 
with that Adventure, Charge, Danger, 
and Travel both of Body and Mind, 
which I need not ſpeak of, and yet 
with that Courage and Alacrity, and 
with that Conſtancy, which the con- 
hidence of Love, and the hope of good 
Succeſs do uſually bring forth in young 
men. And to ſhew how great this de- 
monſtration was of His Majeſty and 
M 4. the 
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the Princes affections and deſires to 
ſettle a ſure intereſt and corceſponden- 
cy' with that Royal Houſe. I know 
not how to exprels by any parallc] on 
Earth, I muſt do it by looking up toa 
Tranſcendent in Heaven, whence the 
Father ſent his Son, and his Son gave 
himſelf for their love to Mankind. 

So at the firſt, the great Obligate 
on put hereby upon all Spain, wasac- 
knowledged ard magniticd, by thar 
Oracle Conde d' Olicares, who in 
thankfulneſs concluded, 1t mult needs 
be a Match ; and that the two Kings 
of Great Britain and Spain mult part 
the world betwixt them : But this 
was the flouriſh of a mind which 
found it (If ſurprizzd, and was not 
yet reſolved in what mould to calt it 
ſelf. For the very next day, upon ſe- 
cond thoughts, he mixed a ſpecious 
welcome, with a great dea] more 
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ſtrangeneſs, and with a diſavowinget No 


all that was paſt, & ſpake of the match, 
as ofa new thing ; forgetting eventhe 
Laws of Hoſpitality and Honour, pro- 
pounded an ur.couth Condition _ the 

rince 


and 


Prince of changing his Religion; as if 
all former agreed Articles by the Ad- 
vantage of this honour done urtothem, 
had been utterly diſanull'd. And when 4: 
the Prince's bravec onſtancy put them [| 
from this hold, then they calt all upon 
the Popes Diſpenſation, which muſt be 
expected before any thing could be 
done. But 1n the meantime the Prince 
being in their power, what Diffcul- 
ics 2 What Jealouſtes? what Feats 
were raiſed vp? what Arts of Divince, 
what Counccls, what Perſualions, and 
what Engines were uſed to batter a 
young, but well reſolved Heart, were 
t00 long to repeat. At length the Dif- 
penſation came clogg'd both in mattcr 
and manner contrary to agreement,and 
new Conditions were alſoſtood upon, 
either to draw the Prince, by accepting 
them, under their yoke, orby refuling 
to make him the Author of the breach. 
Notwithſtanding by his care, wiſdom, 
and patience,and alſo with ſome reſent- 
ment and ſhew of Reſolution to depart 
unſatisfied 3 their expectation was gone
